.Japanese Diplomat Says Ameri­ 
ca Will Not Fight Japan 
I n less Challenged. 


I okie, July Ct — “It

regrettable 
that th** real character ais! policy of 
the new American president should be 
misunderstood by some of the Jap a­ 
nese people,” said Micho Kaka, secre­ 
tary of the Japanese embassy 
in 
Washington who has just returned on 
furlough, 
when interviewed 
by the 
A sah i represent alive . Mr. Kak ii con - 
tinued: 
“The president has often had occa­ 
sion to express his conviction that an 
Anglo-American-Jajamese 
entente 
should 
tie made the 
basis of 
work! 
peace. 
There is every reason to 
be­ 
lieve that the American president and 
his staff are all in favor of the main­ 
tenance of friendly relations between 
American and Japan. 
"Mr. 
Ozaki’s policy of armament 
limitation 
produced a favorable 
im­ 
pression on American minds in gen­ 
eral although the plan was defeated in 
the Japanese Lower House. 
“On my way back, I was often ask­ 
ed 
by American 
friends when 
the 
American-Japanese war was going to 
break out, and some young American 
women I met in the country districts 
assure*! me that they were determin­ 
ed to offer their services as hospital 
nurses upon the outbreak of Ameri­ 
can-Japanese hostilities. 
“ I 
was rather 
surprise*! that 
so 
many Americans should anticipate an 
American-Japanese 
armed 
conflict. 
My impression is that the Americans 
are prepared 
to fight 
if challenged, 
but otherwise they will lie the last to 
take up arms against the Japanese. 
The diplomatic relations of the two 
countries are not, therefore, by 
any 
means so seriously strained or going 
to be strained as to justify any anti­ 
cipation of an American-Japanese war. 
If 
the situation appears 
to be any­ 
thing but quite smooth, that is only be­ 
cause of the 
propaganda of some 
Chinese and Bolsheviks.”
